HE Reſpondent Coggs, was prevailed upon to become a Partner in ſome Wyre- works at Eſher, near 
Kingſton in Surrey; but they turning to no Account, and the Proprietors being little skilled in ſuch 
Works, the Appellant was recommended to them as a Perſon well skilled in Works of that kind, 
and promiſed great Matters if he had Encouragement. 

Coggs, Dockwra, and Chafin, Three of the Proprietors of the Works, thereupon, on Behalf of them- 
ſelves, and the reſt of the Proprietors, entred into Articles of Agreement in Writing with the Appellant z whereby, 
in Conſideration of 78 J. per Ann. to be paid him by Motſthly Payments, and of a Habitation, Fewel, and other 
Things for him, his Wife and Family, he covenanted faithfully and diligently to ſerve the ſaid Partners, as Agent, 
Manager, Overſeer, and Director of their ſaid Work, and Workmen, during his Life, in cafe the ſaid Wyre-works 


ſhould fo long continue, and to render a juſt and true Account from time to time.

And the Appellant having by the ſaid Articles undertaken to make all the Braſs Wyre for the future, of a con- 


venient Length, and in Colour, Toughneſs, and Goodneſs, equal to a Pattern then agreed upon; he was further 
to be allowed 35. 6 d. per Hundred for all ſuch Wyre as he ſhould ſo make, diſcharging thereout all ſuch new Charges 


as ſhould be required to improve ſuch Wyre. | 

By Vertue of theſe Articles, the Appellant entred upon the ſaid Works: But, as the Reſpondent apprehended, 
being ignorant, and unable to perform what he propoſed, and ufing the Workmen ill, many of the beſt of them 
quitted the Works. | 

And the Reſpondent, and his Partners, being likely to ſuffer very much thereby, they, by an Order in Writing, 
removed him from his Service. : : | BE: | 

After which, for about Four Years, he was imployed in, and attempted to carry on other Works of the like 
Nature ; but miſcarrying therein, he was reduced to mean Circumſtances; and to get himſelf up again, brought an 
Action againſt Mr. Coggs (ingly, in the Queen s- Bench, and declared in an Action of Covenant upon the ſaid Articles 
to his Damage 3000 I. | 

Whereupon Mr. Coggs exhibited his Bill in Chancery againſt the Appellant, and Dockwra and Chapin on the Circum- 
ſtances of his Caſe, as aforeſaid, and to be relieved againſt the ſaid Action; and that Chain and Dockwra might, (as 
to their Parts) indemnific the Reſpondent Coggs. 1 

And the Appellant exhibited a croſs Bill in Chancery ( informa Panperis )) againſt the ſaid Cogge, Chaſin and 
Dochwra to eſtabliſh and have a ſpecifiek Performance of the ſaid Articles. 

Both Cauſes came to be Heard together before the now Lord Chancellor; and his Lordſhip declared, That the 
Appellant was well entituled to all the Advantages and Perquiſites coming to him by the Articles, except the 2 5. 
64. payable to him for every Hundred Weight of Wyre, made at the ſaid Works; which ſaid 36. 6 d. per Hundred, 
his Lordſhip conceived was intended as a Reward attending the produce of the Works, only during the time the Appellant 
ſuperviſed the ſame, and that he was not entituled to the ſame ſince, and Decreed (inter alia) an Account accordingly. 
And that the Appellant ſhould be allowed Intereſt for the ſaid Sallary, from the end of every three Months, and 
alſo pauper Colts in both Cauſes. And the Appellant was to repair again to the ſaid Works, if Coggs ſhould require 
the ſame. ; and be paid his Sallary according to the ſaid Articles, until further Order of the Court. 

Sir Richard Holford, the Maſter, to whom the taking of the Account was referred, reported due to the Appel- 
lant for his Sallary to that Time and Intereſt, the Sum of 781/. 8s. rod. and by a ſecond Report, certifyed due to 
him for the 3s. 6 d. per Hundred, for the Braſs Wyre made at the ſaid Works, during the time that he ſuperviſed 
the ſame ; and for Coals, ſmall Beer, and other Perquiſities, which by the Articles he was to be allowed, the Sum 
of 2841. 115. 64. Both which Sums amounting together, to the Sum of 1066 J. oo. 4d. Coggs hath fince paid 
to the Appellant, in Obedience to the ſaid Decree, as likewiſe his Sallary of 781. per Aunum, and an Allowance of 
10659. per Week for Coals, ſmall Beer, and other Perquiſites, ſince the ſaid Maſter's laſt Report. 

During all which time, the Appellant never found any fault with the Decree; but having had the full effect thereof, 
and thereby got ſo much Money into his Hands, he has now appealed therefrom, and infiſts, that the 35. 64. per 
Hundred for all Wyre made at the ſaid Works, in his Abſence ought to have been Decreed him, and the ſame to, 
.continue during his Life, as well as his Sallary, and other Perquilites Eo Naa 

Though by the ſaid Articles, the Conſideration of Coggs, and his artners making to the Appellant, the ſaid Al- 
lowance of 3s. 6d. for every Hundred of Wyre, made at the ſaid Works, 1 was for. that by the Appellants Calcu- 
lation they were induced to believe, that their Charges in making the ſaid Wyre, would by his Method be conſi- 
derably lefſened from what it had been, and their Profit much greater, and that the Appellant was to be at great 
Charges and Trouble, in Ordering, Preparing, and Improving the Metal according to his Method, (which was 


0 go out of that Allowance.) Whereas he hath been at no Charges at all in that Matter, nor hath he at all altered 


the Method before uſed in preparing the ſaid Metal, or making of the Wyre z or if he had, yet the Reſpondent 

doth humbly infiſt, that the ſaid 3s. 6 d. a Hundred was not by the ſaid Articles to have Continuance longer than 

the Appellant was actually imploy'd in the Works, which was to be during the Proprietors Will and Plea- 

ſure only. | | 

Wherefore the Reſpondent Humbly Prays, that the Lord Chancellor's Decree may be A firmed, and 
the ſaid Appeal Diſmiſſed with Coſts. |
